2. The closest prior art references to Green and Farrar et al do not disclose separating the 
non-aqueous liquid from the polymer particles by washing the substantially dry emulsion with a 
volatile organic solvent. The references also do not disclose forming a powder that is swellable 
in water to form a gel with optical clarity.
